Washington, August 6.—Decision

The proposal that a 1,000-mile hop 
from Iceland to Ivegtut be attempted, | 
.if efforts failed to establish a base 
.at Angmagealik, was rejected after 
‘careful consideration, as subjecting 
the remaining twe ships to the pos- 
sibility of almost certain injury. 

“Should temporary weather and ice 
‘conditions on the Greenland coast 
' preclude immediate landing of the ex- 
'pedition there,” a statement from the 
department said, “the flight will re- 
‘main at Ieeland until conditions im- 
prove. It is not contemplated that an 
attempt will be made for a non-stop 
flight from Iceland direct to the coast 
of Labrador.” 

Hope for “Open Spell.” 

A wait of several days at the Ice- 
land capital was admitted by offi-

3. Complete amnesty and repatria- 
tion of all persons expelled from the 
occupied areas. 

4. Cessation of specifie deliveries 
in kind after the expiration of the 
dates set down in the Versailles trea- 
ty for such deliveries.

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CLAIMS 


Brought Into Fallon Trial 


tion that Broadway had been expect- 
ing ever since William J. Fallon went 
to trial in the federal court on 4 
charge of jury-bribing. broke over the 
heads of a sweltering court reom 
throng Wednesday afternoon. 

Fallon, who had a flaming career 
along Broadway as a frequenter of 
night resorts and associate of swin- 
djers whom he defended in various 
trials, took the witness stand in his 
own defense and endeavored to con- 
vince the jury that William Randolph 
Hearst, the publisher and movie mag- 
nate, was the force behind the pros- 
ecution, because Hearst was deter- 
mined to destroy him. 

Fallon then tried to show that the 
reason for Hearst’s alleged interest in 
the case lay in the fact that he, Fal- 
lon, had obtained possession of the 
birth certificates of the children of a 
well-known motion picture actress. 

Quotes Alleged Confession. 

The accused lawyer's testimony in 
this regard consisted of quotations 
from an alleged confession by Ernest 
Hidlitz. Eidlitz once was employed 
by Fallon, but was fired, according to 
the defendant, and, bearing a grudge 
against Fallon, sought to harm him. 
Fallon said that Eidlitz later repented 
and told him of negotiations with rep- 
resentatives of Hearst’s publications 


New. York, August 6.—The sensa-| 


which had for their purpose the dis- 
comfiture, if not the ruin, of Fallon. 

“Kidlitz told me he went to Vic- 
tor Watson (editor of the New York 
Am»rican) when I kicked him out,” 
Fallon testified. “He wanted to get 
even. He knew the American was 
hostile to me, he said, and he confessed 
to me that he told Watson: ‘Fallon 
has the birth certificates of the chil- 
dren of a certain motion picture ac- 
tress and information that Hearst sent 
out a woman investigator, supposed 
to be a countess, to get evidence 
arainst his wife. He told me that 
Watson later said he had seen Hearst 
and that Hearst had said: ‘We must 
destroy Fallon at any cost.’” 

Tricked by Hearst Agents. 

Fidlitz cried, Fallon said, as he 
related that employees of Hearst had 
tricked him into making his r€vela- 
tions about Fallon by warning him 
that FaHon was seeking his arrest. 
Kidlitz- is the government’s star wit- 
ness against Fallon. 

The mention of the birth certifi- 
cates was worked into the record only 
after Fallon had been thwarted in 
previous attempts. It was the blast 
that Broadway had been waiting for, 
but owing to the indirect manner in 
which Fallon contrived to present this 
phase of his case to the jury, the 
name of the actress was not nublistied. 


BRITAIN’ AND REDS 


BY CHARLES W. M’CANN. 


London, August 6.—Spurred to 
further efforts when Premier Mac- 
Donald refused to admit that they 
could not agree, particpants in the 
Anglo-Russian conference here have 
reached an agreement that apparent- 
ly bridges the politicai and economic 
chasm which has separated Britain 
and the soviet since 1917. 

Arthur Ponsonby, a member of the 
labor government, announced in tne 
house Wednesday night that an Anglo- 
Russian settlement had been reached 
and that a general treaty and a spe- 
cial commercial treaty had _ been 
agreed upon. Under the terms of the 
commercial treaty, Great Britain will 
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receive the most favored national 
treatment from the soviets. In re- 
turn, the soviets will be permitted to 
participate in the British exports 
credits scheme. 


REACH AGREEMENT 


MacDonald to Rescue. 

The Anglo-Russian conferees vir- 
tually had announced that they cou!d 
not agree, and the anti-soviet con- 
servative party was jubilantly observ- 
ing the discomfiture of the liberal and 
laborite groups, which were eager for 
a settlement, when news came of an 
auspicious resumption of the parley. 

Premier MacDonald, engrossed in 
the delicate task of presiding over 
the international reparations confer- 
ence, delegated the Russian negotia- 
tions to others in his party. When 
he learned that his representatives and 
the Russians had failed to agree, the 
tired British premier arose from his 
bed at 5 o’clock Wednesday morning 
and addressed a letter to every dele- 
gate, pleading for one more effort to 
agree. 

This letter, coupled with the united 
demand of the liberal and lIcbor par- 
ties that a settlement he reached, re- 
vived the parley and brought success. 

Promise Effort on Loans. 

Tnder the terms of the agreement 
as announced by Ponsonby the English 
delegates have pledged the labor gov- 
ernment to an attempt to obtain par- 
liamentary sanction to a government 
guarantee for a loan to Russia. 
Upon hearing this news, the liberals 
backed away from their advocacy of 
Anglo-soviet agreement and sided with 
the conservatives in opposing the 


agreement as drafted. The most hitter 


opponents of the government predicted 
that the commons would reject the 
commercial treaty. 

Debts between the governments of 
England and the soviet are not dealt 
with in the agreement, nor is the 
question of settlement of Russian 
claims arising out of the invasion of 
lussia b* allied troops in an attempt 
tr; bolster the anti-bolshevik white 
enards to suecess, These matters will 
be considered at a later date. 

Recognize Czarist Bonds. 

Representatives of the soviet have 
agreed to recognize the claims of 
*ritish holders of czarist bonds and 
ty» negotiate with them for the pur- 
pose of effecting individual settle- 
ments. 

Claims of Britons who owned prop- 
erty in Russia hefore the soviet 
regime was established will be consid- 
ered by a joint Anglo-Russian commis- 
sion. 

Despite the bitter opposition to the 
government’s handiwork in the house 
of commons, the laborites are prepar- 
ing to enter inte the treaty thev have 
ontlined and may sign the document 
Thursday.

miles per- hour, and it is said that 
tests in Louisiana have proven that 
600 acres’ can be dusted hourly, in 
comparison with two acres ner hour 
under the old method. It is, expect- 
ed that specially designed planes, 
which will be used at the demonstra- 
| tion this month, will dust even a 
larger acreage hourly than has been 
accomplished in previous experi- 
ments, 

Use Only Half Amount. 

In addition, the planes use only 
half the amount of poison required 
by machines to accomplish :he same 
retslu. The planes can dust at any 
time of thé day or night, whereas 
machines cannot be used immediately 
after rains, when cotton needs dust- 
ing the most. 

Generally, dusting by machines can 
be done only after nightfall, :o that 
dew on the plants will provide a sub- 
stance on which the dust will stick. 
Because of the great velocity. with 
which the dust is eh-+ from the air- 
planes, and because of a great 
static electricity generated w  n the 
dust escaped from the bottom of the

Many economists and 
some thoughtful business men claim 
that for America to profit by the 
success of the Dawes plan, and the 
consequent return of world business 
to normal, is going to necessitate a 
second look at our present republican 
high protective tariff. Their argu- 
ment is that if Eurepe is to buy from 
us, Europe must pay. Europe can 
pay us in three ways: In gold, in 
bond issues and other forms of prom- 
ise of future payment, and in coods. 

Must Cut or Remove Tariff. 
As to gold, two things are pointed 


has so much gold that, to many fi-- 
nancial minds it threatens embarrass- 
ment rather than advantage. The , 
other is that Europe cannot continue 
indefinitely to pay in gold becanse 
she has already sold her heirlooms and 
her wedding rings. As to payments 
with interest-bearing bonds, that Is 
merely one way of piling up greater 
future payments in gold. The final 
method of payment, namely, with 
goods, is generally looked upon as by 
far the most practicable and desira- 
ble. And how can Europe pay us 
in goods, the critics say, if we main- _ 
tain a tariff wall impossible for Eu- 
ropean goods to get over? 

As to this embarrassment, the re- 
publicans admit it may arise, and 
admit it may cause many classes of 
American business men to look at 
very. high tariff laws with a new 
light. But the republicans claim that 
this aspect of the subject is not like- 
ly to arise within so short a period 
as the less than three months now 
temaining before the election. : 

As to the improvement in business 
activity generally. the note of op- 
timism is practically universal. Apart 
from what has just been said, the 
chief reason relied on is the abundance 
of money and credit at low prices and 
the apparent willingness of the ens- 
todians of money and credit to extend 
it freely.

AN EXCELLENT BILL. 

The bill of Senator Davis to en- 
courage mutual building and loan 
associations is pending in the legis- 
lature and ought to pass. It is a 
highly conStructive measure and its 
enactment will make home owner- 
ship, on the part of those of limited 
means, especially, much easier; and 
will at the same time encourage 
Saving money and general thrift. 
That the home-owner, as a rule, is 
a more useful citizen is unmistak- 
able. He takes a keener interest in 
civic affairs. As a taxpayer he be- 
comes a stockholder in the great 


business of government. That 
makes him careful, cautious and 
usually progressive, for he has a 
Stake driven and seeks to build 
areund it. 

The Davis bill provides as follows: 

Organization with superior court 
charters on capital stock or mem- 
bership plan, associations to Nmit 
their business to county of charter 
and adjoining counties, and to limit 
their loans to members only.

‘ Supervision by the Georgia Se-| 


surities commission, annual reports 
to be made to said commission and 
Summary thereof published in news- 
paper where association does busi- 
ness, all officers of associations 
handling money to be placed under 
bond. 

Loans to be limited to real estate, 
bonds of the United States, Georgia, 
or subdivision thereof, and stock of 
the association.

The bill is directed entirely to 
the future, as it exempts mutual 
building and loan associations oper- 
ating prior to August 21, 1922.

THE HOME ORCHARD. 


| That the home orchard, once a 
highly important asset of Georgia’s 
| rural life, has suffered a serious 
decline during the last decade is ap- 
parent to any observing traveler 
through the agricultural sections of 


the state. 

The removal of owners from the 
farms to the towns and the occupa- 
tion of the farm homes by tempor- 
ary tenants has, perhaps, been the 
chief cause in the decline, and in 
many instances of the disappear- 
ance of the home orchard, but 
other minor causes contributed to 
its downfall. The high price of 
farm produce, especially cotton, 
during and just after the war, 
turned people’s attention away from 
the small things such as fruits, ber- 
ries, poultry, and numerous other 
inconspicuous sources of income 
which had long aided in the family 
upkeep. Nobody had any time to 
waste on them when wages were 
high and money was abundant. 
Hence the old fruit trees were 
allowed to die and no young ones 
were planted to take their place: 
and at the present time we are -on- 


fronted with the incongruous situa- 
tion of farmers in some instances 
buying fruit from curb markets or 
the large commercial orchards. 

No rural home is complete with- 
out a small, thrifty, well-producing 
orchard from which a wide variety 
of fruits may be obtained—apples 
which ripen throughout the sum- 
mer, cherries, plums, grapes, figs, 
peaches, which may be gathered 
from early summer until October, 
pecan and walnut trees in the yard 
and about the outbuildings. These 
nut trees make excellent shade trees 
in addition to the fruit they furnish, 
and give an air of elegance to the 
home surroundings. 

The food value of fruit and its 
aid to health are becoming more 
important day by day, and it seems 
highly absurd that, with our abun- 
dance of idle land lying in easy 
reach of practically every home— 
especially every rural home—the 
entire population should not be 
amply supplied with an abundant 
supply of fresh and wholesome fruit. 
Increased consumption of home 
grown fruits would decrease the con- 
sumption of meats and imported 
foods of various kinds, and which 
are at the same less nutritious. 

A few trees well selected and, 


ground about the home will not 
and comfort of the home but will 


give an ample supply of fruits and 
nuts for family consumption. 


JOSEPH CONRAD. 

The death of Joseph Conrad re- 
moves not only one of the leading | 
fiction writers of our day, but a | 
history of whose career reads more 
like melodramatic fiction than a 
statement of naked fact. 
A landsman, born in a farming 
community, Conrad strangely 
enough felt the overpowering call 
of the sea, and through long strug- 
gles and great hardships not only 
succeeded in establishing personal 
contact with seafaring life, but rose 
to a high jlace in the calling. It 
was his fortune to drift with lazy 
sailcraft to the four corners of the 
world, to look upon strange spots 
unfrequented by steam-driven ships, 
to meet and converse with pictures- 
que people, to feel the thrill of the 
Argonauts, and to store his memory 
with rich and colorful pictures and 
sensations unfamiliar to the modern 
world. 

Conrad’s love of the sea carried 
his attention and affection to that 
race which has long been most 
closely associated with seafaring 
life, and it is not strange that the 
English people and hence the Eng- 
lish language should, in the course 
cf time, occupy first place in his 
regard. When he felt the urge to 
write it- is natural that he should 
use that language which was dearest 
to him and through which he felt 
he could reach the largest audience. 

Working as a common. sailor 
when, he states, that he often car- 
ried on his back large sacks of 
grain day after day, living in the 
cramped quarters and on the plain 
fare of the sail ships, Conrad ex- 
perienced sea life from its very 
bottom, and therefore knew his ma- 
terial as few writers of the sea have 
known it. Conrad was not only 
able to see things clearly, but he

The official publication of the Pan- 
ama canal is the Panama Ca Rec- 
ord. A reeent issue of the Record 
shows that for the year ending June 
30, 1924, there were 5,230 ships 
that .assed through the canal, paying 
to the government 
to $24,290,963.54. This record shows 
an average of 14 ships per day, aad 
average tolls puid $66,368.75. 

A study of the Canal Record ought 
to be a matter of great interest to 
the people of the south Atlantic 
cor t, because the Record shows the 
name. and nationality of every ship 
passing through the canal, tre port 
from which and the port fer which 
said ship is bound, and gives.a gen- 
eral idea of the character of the 
cargo, together with the tonnage. 

A careful reading of this record 
of ships using the canal shows that the 


south Atlantic ports do not figure at 
all in this great world commerce. 

The distance from New York to the 
canal is 2,023 miles, and the distance 
from the south Atlantic ports—say Sa- 
vannah—is 1,606 miles. In other 
words, Savannah or Brunswick has 
the advantage of 400 miles nearer 
proximity to the canal than New 
York. O> a round trip to the canal, 
or to points beyond the canal, this 
would make a saving of 800 miles, 
equivalent to about three days’ time 
of a ship.

It is an opportunity for 
the south boldly and aggressively ty 
show tle millions of people in the great 
financial center of this country, and indeed, 
the people of the entire east, the limitless 
resources in raw materials for industrial 
developments and investments, the poten- 
tialities of our soil and climate for diversi- 
| fied farming, dairying, fruit growing and 
kindred operations and also show the won- 
derful progress the south has made. 

‘‘I believe the Southern Exposition jus- 
tifies the wholehearted and enthusiastic 
financial cooperation of every state, city 
and industry in the-south seeking a larger 
prosperity for this section and prepared to 
astonish the cast by the achievemenfs which 
it has already made against the overwhelm- 
ing odds with which it faced the future 
even as iate as 15881. I trust that the 
Georgia legislature will premptly vote the 
thirty thousand dolars and thus set an ex- 
ample for every southern state and show 
that the legislature and the people of Geor- 
gia are alive to the sitnation and as broad 
minded as were the people of 1881 who

In many cases corporation reports 
can be taken as pretty good indicators 
as to the condition of a corporation, 
but this is very often untrue. Take 
for example a portion of a report 
which was distinctly misleading—the 
report of a certain manufacturing 


company for 1922. 

For the quarter ending March 31, 
1922, this company reported a_ sur- 
plus, after preferred dividends, of 
$326,000; the second quarter showed 
a surplus of $438,368; the third quar- 
ter showed a surplus of $950,000. 
This would make the expected surplus 
for the year amount to $1,250,000. The 
actual surplus, after preferred divi- 
dends, was only $272,744! This is a 
typical example of a report which 
failed to report accurately. Persons 
who bought the stock of this company 
for investment suffered a rude shock 
which might have been saved if the 
corporation report had been more ac- 
curate or if the investors had con- 
sulted a good banker.

'Trotzky Declares 
America Menaces 


Peace of Europe 


Moscow. August 6.—(By the Asso- 


ciated Press. )—The “pacifactory” 
character of the “American imperial- 
ism’ formed the chief subject of a 
lengthy address delivered by War Min- 
ister Trotzky recently on the prospects 
of international progress. The ad- 
dress, which was given before several 
thousand werkers and communist stu- 
dents last week on the tenth anni- 
versary of the outbreak of the world 
war, is published in the soviet news- 
papers today. 

Trotzky said he considered it as the 
greatest paradox and one of history's 
jokes that “America, which is sup- 
ported by its industries and which 


from it (the war) 
reputation.’ 

The United States, the war minis- 
ter said, now has definitely entered 
the pathway of active imperialistic 
world politics and, “while it has not 
yet learned to realize its own’ great 
power. it studies on Europe's flesh 
and benes Low to use it. 

“The Anwrican capitalists,” he add- 
ed, “canne: allow England, France 
and Germany to regain their markets, 
as they themselves need them.” 

Referring to a speech made by Sec- 
retary Hughes during his recent visit 
to London, Trotzky said: 

“America already dictates to Enu- 
rope,, but its chief aim is to put 
capitalistic Europe on rations and to 
balkanize it. The United States 
‘pacifist’ program is full of grave 
consequences, as if prepares” the 
ground for new wars of stupendous 


character.” 
The soviet minister emphasized that 


America’s “attempt to put Europe on 
rations” could not pass without na- 
tional and class resistance.” He urged 
the Europern proletariat to unite in 
order to combat this “imperialistic 
Americanism.”
